THEFT FROM SHIP, 


The theft of 8,452 rounds of

PRISONER DENIES GUILT. 


Further evidence wis heard at 
the Criminal Sessions to-day be- 
fore the Chief Justice (Sir William 
Rees Davies) and a jury in the 
case in which a Chin2se chafeur 
employed by Mr. W. MM. Pitten- 
drigh, is charged with having 
stabbed an Indian moneylender 
named Falla Singh to waom he was 
31 debted.. 

The Indian stated that at the 
time he was stabhed there were 
two other Chinese, besides the 
prisoner, in the vicinity ajd in 
reply to questions from the Chief 

. Justice he declared that he could 
not say whether it was the prisoner 
or one of the othertwo that stabbed 
him. 

Commeating on this to-day the 
Chief Justice said it was asome- 
what remarkable stitemert in view 
‘of the fact that Mr. C. G. Perdue 
ASP, in his deposition, stated 
that on identifying the prisoner at 
the ‘French hospital the Indian said: 

“that ts the man who stabbedme.” 

During this morning Mr,

denfal of the. Crown case. The 

. Prisoner gave evidence that on the 
day of the stabbing he was sitk 
and did not go out. .

I am 
glad, however, to be able to report 
that the loss on working account is 
half what it was for the previous 
year, that js,$4,245.50. For the cur 
rent year this account will show a 
profit, The cost of coal has proved a 
handicap, for whereas when we 
decided to’ inaugurate the Com- 
pany, coal was. quoted at $850,|" 
it has in the interval, risen to 
$14.50. To reduce our cost in this 
direction we have installed a saw-. 
dust furnace which has effected a 
considerable saving, but as it has 
periodically. to be shut dewn for 
cleaning we have so far been un 
able to dispense with coal to the 
extent we should like. However, 
this should be accomplished when 
the second furnace, now nearing 
completion, is in working order, 
and thereafter it will only be|o; 
necessary to have coal on hand 
in case of emergency, such ‘as 
when very heavy rains make jt 
almost impossible to get sawdust. 
We have now all the plant we 


at present require, ‘and we do not |b: 


anticipate any further expenditure 
in this direction for years to come. 
The units sold for power show an 
increase of 250/; over the preceding 
year, due largely to the ice factory 
having adopted electric drive. We 
cannot expect any such~ increase 
during the current twelve months 
unless the timber companies make 
further demands for electrical 
power. The coasumption for light 
Purposes has gone up only ten per 
cent. owing to bad times having in- 
duced consumers to economise in 
this direction, and also to the slow 
growth of the town.”

munition, It is. common know 
ledge that during the year 1923 
many pistols of the most up-to-date 
types have been imported to 
China, iNegally, from England, 
from Germany, from Japan, from 
France and from the 
States of America (fo mention the 
chief sources of supply), and unless 
various nationals concerned ure to 
be accned of not doing what could 
reasonibly be expected of them to 
bring China out of her present un- 
fortunate state, all of those nations 
wilt hive to provide for a far 
sternermeasure of punishment for 
arms traffickers, Customs vigilance 
does agood deal in the matter, but 
the ony real deterrent is a

- ‘Eight Chinese men- appeared 
before Mr. J. R. Wood this morning 
at the Magistracy, charged: with 
being members of a Triad Society. 
Mr. King, D.S.P., prosecuting, said 
that as defgndants-pleaded guilty, 
the first two as manager aiid as- 
sistant manager and the others as 
mensbers of the Society, he would 
only briefly address the Court and 
ask for asevere penalty, 

Mr. King stated that though the 
Triad Society was originally forme 
to overthrow the Manchu régime, 
which end had been achieved, 
branches of the Society still 
existed. In Hongkong many 
branches were known to the police ; 
.and the recent case of the boy, who 
wus assaulted in Bayley'’s Yard, 
revealed their activities, The 
assistant storekceper had heen 
blackmailed by members of a 
Triad group to the tune of $30,and 
when he had refused to pay ane 
other $30,the case had been report 
etl to the police. Mr. King men- 
j tioned this case to show that the 
Triad yroup were a grave menace 
lin the Colony. Wheirthe prisoners

PEKING, September 18. 

Reliable information’ reaching 
Peking throws light on: the.uttack 
on the “Yiyang Maru” at Fow- 
chow, which is the headquarters of 
the Kweichow troops who recently 
deserted from Yang Sen and went 
over to the South, 


“These troops, which were en 
trenched about a mile along the 
river bank, had been stopping and 
searching all steamers to ascertain 
if they were carrying ammunition 
to Yang Sen at Chungking. .. 

Oa this occasion the “Yiyang 
Maru” was carrying ammunition 
and arms, butit is doubtful whether 
the captain of the steamer’ was 
aware of the fact, or whether the 
munitions had been, smuggled on 
board lower down the river. , 

A representative of Yang. Sen, 
wilh a bodyguard, was oh board 
looking after the ammunilion, but 
Southern spiewon board .tommun= 
icated with the troops én shore, 
with the result that two Bottloads 
of Kweiché tfoops put off from 
the river. bankand ordered the shin 
to stop. . The Japanese captain was’ 
prepared to.do-so, but Yang Sen’s 
men ordered him to’ rush past 
Fowchow, which he refused to do, 
upon which a‘Northera sergeant 
shot him dead and then jumped 
overboard.

RICH RECLUSE. 
FORTUNE GIVEN TO THE 
POOR, , 


A-remarkable personality is ree 
vealed by details of the life of Mr. 
Richard Charles Jackson, the 7o- 
years-old recluse who died recently 
with only 6s, 8d. in his pocket and 
5s. standing to his: credit at the 
bank, though his house {in Cambere 
well, SE, was filled wilhtreasures 
which were sold for nearly £12,000. 

The two Rubens pictures which 
Mr. Jackson bequeathed to the 
nation have been accepted by the 
National Gallery and are now on 
view in theFlemish Room. “They 
are Rubens without a doubt,” an 
official of the National Gallery| 
said, “and we are very glad 
to have them.” Mr, Jackson was 
belicved to be the original of 
Walter Pater’s romance, “ Marius 
the Epicurean.” He used to he 
known in the literary world. He 
published many books and was 
deeply religious. . 

His collection of books included 
a copy of Honier published in 
Venice in 1525 with more than 100, 
woodcuts, : : 

Twenty-four years azo he pre- 
sented to the Southwark Library in 
‘Walworth road;'S.E,, 2 complete 
Dante library. 

He was once wealthy and it is 
recorded that he spent'a fortune in 
giving to the poor, 

Nightly during the winter“Count 
d’Orsay's double,” as he was called, 
might be seen in shabby attire on 
the Embankment seeking out the |! 
homeless and‘providing them with |° 
food and shelter. 4 

Just overa year ago Mr. Jackson 
was seen by an old friend scarch- 
ing &, bookstall in Fuarringdon-road 
for a volume of “Marius the 
Epicureaa,” 

Among the articles from his 
house ‘which were sold, in addition 
to books and pictures, was a 
wonderful collection of Persian 
carpets, sone rare silver plate, a 
quantity of cut glass, anda beauti-+ 
ful Sheriton bookcase, 

“He would not part with any of : 
his treasures, although he was in 
need,” saida relative. 

Mr. William Shepnerley, of 62, 
Clapton Common, N., writing to 
The Daily Mail as an old friend of 
Mr. Jackson says he was an 
eccentric who lived ina world of 
dreams, but knew the vitue of his 
treasures, He had a delusion that 
he was abishop of a Greek church 
ia England. . 

“ When [ called to see him once 
he opened the door ia gorgeous 
sacerdotal robes, I had interrupted 
a solemn High Mass—celebrated 
and served by himself on a beauti- 
ful medizval altar. His service 
ended, he led me toluncheon on 
biscuits served on exquisite Sevres 
China, That at times he starved 
amid all his artistic wealth is 
certain. Every pound he received 
he would expend _in_ briced-brac or 
arare edition. He had no servant, 
no companion in the loneliness of 
his big house. A fewfriends sent 
him daiatics, but his life was other- 
wise cheerless,”
